Liverpool, Jan. 5. — A. dispatch from 
Leone, on the northwest couat of Africa, 
aays : Capt. Dendy and Sergeant Liston of 
tho British army, togother with twenty- 
six men of tho West India regiment, have 
been killed at Warnia, in tho interior. Tho 
details of tho affair aro very moagro, 
Captaiu Londy had churgo of tho newly 
organized frontier polico, and it ia surminod 
that at tho time of tho mishap ho waa in 
command of tho frontier expedition, and tho 
French mistook him and his men for tho 
natives against whom they wero then 
operating.

CABLE LETTER. 

British Parish Councils Bill anil Some 
of Its Provisions— A Momentous 
Revolution. 



Reflections on British Public Oillcials 
— Kaiser Wilhelm and His 
Cabinet. 



(Copyright 1801, by tho United Press.) 
London, Jan. G. — Tho compromise 
which tho Conservative leaders agreed to 
the passage of tho Parish Councils bill has 
tied tho hands of tho House of Lords as 
regards tho modification or rejecting of 
thia measure, which ia intended to revo- 
lutionize tho whole Byatem of rural govern- 
ment in England. The concessions granted 
aa tho compromise to tho Conservatives in 
no wise alter tho main proposals to place 
tho control of the main administration un- 
der the popular vote. Henceforth the agri- 
cultural laborers, if they choose to exercise 
their power, can rule 

PARISH INTERESTS 
as they please. Tho last struggle over the 
measure in the House of Commons concerned 
tho allotment and constitution of poor law 
boe.rda. Tho Government agreed to the 
Conservative amendments by which the 
hoords aro to co-operate with four of the 
former ex-officio members, and the allot- 
menta uro not to exceed four acres — 
one aero arable and tho reat pasture. 
Another Conservative amendment provides 
that, after the termination of tho allotment 
occupancy, tho landlords will not be liable 
for tho tenant's improvements. In com- 
menting upon those amendments, the Spec- 
tator eayB: "Once tho electors get tho bit 
botween their teeth no restriction which tho 
bill contains will prevent tho Parish coun- 
cils from becoming thoroughly Jacobin in 
their plundering of the landlords under 
cover ol compulsory allotment, and the 
ratepayers, through tho Hoard of Guard- 
ians." Quito as momentous a revolution will 
arise from tho application of part of 
the bill to London. Tho present 
Bysterci of local government, through ves- 
triea and poor law guardians, both elected 
by the ratepayers, is abolished and a meth- 
od of franchise quite equivalent to manhood 
suffrage with the secret ballot becomes law. 
Even the rating qualification of candidates 
Is abolished, and women aro elcctorally 
eligible. It ia complete democratic home 
rulo for London. 

COMING LEGISLATION. 

The miniatera have given pledges to tho 
Irish members that the Queen's speech ot 
the re-opening of the eesaion ahull announce 
the urgency of a bill to reinstate evicted 
tennants in Ireland. Tho bill has been 
already prepared, in accordaneo with the 
re 'itnniondation of JuBtice Mathews' com- 
mission, which was appointed in Dec, 18!)2. 
to inquire into tho condition of the evicted 
tenants. It will be pressed through tho 
House of Commons without delay. The 
othor bills which will be promiaod in tho 
Queen's speoch will provide for Welsh dis- 
establishment, ono man one vote, the local 
veto, the eight hour day in miuea and excep- 
tionally unhoal thy industries and equalization 
of the rates in London. Seeing in the 
heavy character of this programme, tho cer- 
tainty of a protracted session, the Irish 
NationulistB agree that it will ho futile to 
ro introduce the Home Rule bill until 1S95, 
shortly before the dissolution. 

OFFICIAL DISHONESTY. 

Referring to the more stringent precau- 
tions of tho Admiralty to keep secret the 
designs of tho new warships, Fair Play says 
that anybody oan obtain such designs if ho 
chooses to pay tho ollicials. A sufficient 
bribo, says this journal, ia enough to get tho 
moat valuable confidential document in any 
Government ( liioe. 

t-OLITICS IN PRUSSIA, 

Dr. Miquel, Prussian Minister of Finance, 
has issued invitations for an official dinner 
that will be held on Tuesday night next. 
Chuncellor von Caprivi and all the Imperial 
and Prussian ministers will attend. The 
concord between tho ministers ap- 
pears on tho aurfaco to bo ao 
complete that it might not be thought that 
the underground conflict continues. Tho 
real situation ia chit fly visible through the 
inspired utteruncea of the organ of the op- 
posing statesmen, whoso antagonism of in- 
terest prevents genuine accord. Dr. Miquel 
cannot carry on his financial work in Prus- 
sia, unlets he ia backed by tho Conservative 
majority in tho Laudtug. 

Chancellor Caprivi is bound to carry 
through tho Russian commercial treaty 
against tho unflinching hostility of tho Con- 
servatives in the Reichstag 

CABIN ET MISUN D EHSTAN DINGS. 

On Tuesday and Wednesday last Em- 
peror William held u prolonged conference, 
first with tho Chancellor and Baron Mur- 
Bcliall Biberatcin, Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, and then with Dr. Miquel and 
Count Botho Sou Eulenborg, President 
of the Prussian Council of Ministers, His 
Majesty is trying to maintain an entente 
between thu ministers. The consensus of 
opinion in ministerial circles is that Count, 
Sou Eulenbnrg, who refuses to embroil him- 
self with tho Conservative agrarians, must 
retire from ofiioo when the Chancellor will 
resumo tho duties of tho Presidency of tho 
Prussian Council. Tho experience of Chan- 
cellor von Caprivi is exactly that of Prineo 
Bismarck when tho latter, in 1871), ceded 
the Presidency of tho Council to Gen. vou 
Roon.

Willis is Acting; Within the Line of 
His Instructions From the 
President. 



Washington, Jun. 6. —Tho story put in 
circulation that tho State department had 
informed tho House committee on Foroign 
Affuirs that the Auckland dispatches stating 
that Minister Willis had demanded the 
retirement of tho Provisional Gov- 
ernment, in favor of the Queen is 
discredited by Representative McCreary, 
chairman of the committoe. Ho declined to 
Bay anything aa to tho nature of tho dis- 
patches received at tho State Department 
from Mr. Willis, but to fellow-members of 
tho House, who remarked to him that he 
had heard that tho Auckland dispatch had 
boon confirmed, Mr. McCreary sonten- 
tioualy remarked : "Don't you bet on it !" 
Mr. McCreary Baid that, in his opin- 
ion, the attitude of Minister Willis had 
not changed tho roport to Congress by 
President Cleveland, UDd that the Preaident, 
in hia ineBaage of the 18th of December, had 
definitely left the matter in the hands of 
Congress. ThiB information was authentic- 
ally confirmed by prominent Democratic 
members of the Senate committee 
Foreign Relations. This Senator 
who is said to havo had a conference to-day 
with Secretary Gresham, stated subse- 
quently that the only message the secretary 
had received was simply ono announcing 
tho arrival of tho Corwin, and stating 
that her di8patchea»had been forwarded 
by mail. Senator Gray, when asked 
about the news, answered tho question by 
asking : "What if it is true '! The Presid- 
ent in his message to Congress told what his 
plans were, and that they had been checked 
by the refusal of the Queen to accept his 
conditions. If tho conditions have been 
agreed to, and Mr. Willia makos the request 
of the Provisional Government, he is simplj 
acting within tho line of hia original 
inatructions, and there tho matter enda, If 
tho Provincial Government refuaea to 
acquiesce, Mr. Willis' instructions are to 
report to this Government, and there tho 
mattor ends again. I havo no doubt that 
the President will Bend all its information to 
Congress as soon as ho receives it."

THEY WILL IlESIST. 

Hawaii's Provisional Government Will 
Not Resign, But Will Resist 
Interference. 



Advices by the " Corwiu "— Congfress 
Will Take Up the Subject 
at Once. 

New York, Jan. 7.— The Sun's WaBhing. 
ton correspondent telegraphs to-day that 
President Cleveland and Secretary of Stato 
Greahum, ulthough they would not publicly 
admit it, wero compellod to Bay to tho mem- 
bera of tho Foreign Affairs committee of tho 
two Houses, who called upon them 
that Minister Willis hud uctually called upon 
the Provisional Government of Huwaii in 
the name of tho United States to resign and 
make way for tho restoration of Queen 
Liliuokalani, who had upon reflec- 
tion conaonted to bo reatored to tho 
throne. Tho information camo to the Stato 
department thia morning in a long cipher 
dispatch from Honolulu, brought to San 
Francisco by tho revenue cutter Corwin, 
which arrived at that port last night. Tho 
despatch has been translated at tho State 
department, but its coutents will 
not bo given out for publication. 
It ia now tho intention of the administra- 
tion to inform Congress of this lato phase 
of tho Hawuiiun Bituutiou as soon aa the 
mail advicea brought to SaD Franciaco 
by tho Corwin are received at Waahington, 
which will bo on Thuraday or Friday 
next. The adminiatration officials say 
that it will not be necessary for Repre- 
sentative Hitt to preas tho resolution which 
ho introduced to day and which waa sent to 
the committee on Foreign Affairs, as 
Congress will bo promptly put in posses- 
sion of all tho facta without compulsion. 
Tho Herald's Washington correspondent 
telegraphs, in referonce to this, that the 
Provisional Government declined to abide 
by President Cleveland's decision, and Pre- 
sident Dolo expressed his determination to 
resist by force of arms any attempt by tho 
Queen's forces to oust him. 



FOUGHT BY MISTAKE. 



Severe Conflict Between British and 
French Troops in 
Africa. 



The 



English Soldiers Taken 
Natives— Considerable Loss 
of Life.

London, Jan. 6.— Colonel Abelis, of the 
West India Regiment, has telegraphed to 
Right Hon. H. Campbell-Bannerman, sec- 
retary of State for war, tho dispatch being 
dated Warina, December 2.'i, aa follows : 
" Before day-break this morning our camp 
was suddenly attacked by a strong force of 
natives, soveral of whom wero armed with 
rifles. For forty minutes the fire was hot, 
tho enemy using trees for cover. The firo 
slackening we advanced and found seven 
magazino rifleB and eight Chassepots. 
Shortly after a wounded prisoner re- 
ported that we had been attacked 
by Lieut. Moritz, of tho French 
army, thirty-two Senegalese BhorpBhootors 
and 1,200 Kissi natives. Tho prisoner 
stated that Lieut. Moritz had left Farana 
with this force against tho Sofas at tho end 
of September, and hud arrived December 21 
at Tenbikundu, 50 miles north-east of 
Warina. Lieutenant Moritz hearing that 
there was war in the Connodist, believed 
that it mufit be that it was being carried on 
by tho Sofas under Porokerri, a Sofa chief 
who was trying to escape from the 
British forces and join the Sultan 
Samundu. Lieut. Moritz left on tho morn- 
ing of December 21 and halted on Decem- 
ber 22, fifteen miles northeast of our camp. 
Ho left thia point at midnight under a full 
moon and attacked us, believing us to be So- 
fas. I wrote to Lieut. Moritz, explaining tho 
situation. A lotter had been previously 
Bent on December 10 to the commanding 
French officer at Kissi, in Sahara, giving 
notice of tho approach of tho British 
troops. At 11 o'clock Lieutenant 
Moritz was found severely wounded. 
Despito all medical attention, he 
died at noon. Before his death ho said 
that tho natives had told him that we wero 
Sofas, and that ho had no idea that wo 
were British. Moritz and the Sene- 
galese who had been killed in the 
fighting wore buried with military honors. 
Captain Londy and two constables woro 
shot by their own men. Another letter has 
been sent to the French commandor at 
Kissi, informing him of the occurrence, and 
assuring him that tho friendly rolations ex- 
isting will not bo disturbed, owing to Lt. 
Moritz's mistako. Warani is within our 
own sphere." 

Paris, Jan. G.— Tho Journal des Dobata 
says it declines to believe that tho French 
wero responsible for tho Warina affair. It 
complains that the Fronch wero nover 
officially notified of tho departure of 
the British force into tho interior. 
La Liberto BayB it has reason to believe 
thot the British wero wholly to blamo. Lo 
Temps expresses tho opinion that tho affair 
was indubitably tho result of a misunder- 
standing. It adds that tho only means to 
prevent a repetition of tho ull'air is to bring 
about immediately tho delimitation of tho 
boundaries, tho absence of which cauaed tho 
regrettable encounter.

Mr. Hanson was a young man of 
quiet disposition and gave every promise of 
a bright future. Ho was held in the highest 
esteem by all who know him. Groat sym- 
pathy is felt for tho bereaved parents who 
have been suddenly bereft of tho light of 
their homo. During tho excitement attend- 
ing the death of W. Hanson, Mrs. Vass 
walked over the verandah of her residence, 
falling a distance of ton feot, sustaining 
severr injuries to her hands and breast.

Tho Alnaworth made an attempt last Sun- 
day to reach tho reclamation works at tho 
boundary line, but had to turn buck after 
getting about ten miles up Knotonay river, 
after getting a hole stovo in her stern. 

From and after January 1, tho output of 
tho mines in Southern Kootenoy will 
amount in value to $15,000 a duy, of which 
fully half will bo marketed without delay. 
It ia within reason to estimate tho total 
output of tho mines in Southern Kootcnay 
for tho year 1S94 at 510,000,000. 

Tho oro from tho Washington mino, in tho 
Slocan district, ia being shipped to San 
Francisco, and 1 1 12 tons brought down by the 
Spokano on Saturday was valued at $10,000. 
Blako Wilson, from Three Forks, soys that 
times were nover so good as now, and tho 
indications aro that 4,000 tons of ore will bo 
shipped this winter. 

" Ohuilio " Brown left Nelson on tho 2rd 
instant to examine a claim on Bear creek, in 
Slocan district, accompanied by John Dolau. 
At Throe Forks anowahoes wero procured 
and provisions enough to last three days. 
Since then nothing has been heard of them. 
Tho trip was made in tho interest of A. J. 
Marks, of Nelson, who is becoming anxious 
regurdiog their safety. 

Sovoral hundred dollars have been ex- 
pended on surface work on the Cliff. Tho 
vein for tho full length of tho claim shows a 
strong oro body, varying from four to six 
feet in width, with assays ranging from §10 
to SS0 per ton in gold. 

For the week endiug December 30, tho 
Nelson & Fort Sheppard haa forwarded 207 
tons of ore, namely, 00 tons from tho Noble 
Five group, 120 tons from tho Washington, 
"l tons from the Dardanelles, 20 tons from 
thp Rico and 10 tons from tho Mountain 
Chief — all Slocan mines. About half tho 
oro was billed to tho Selby Lead Works at 
San Francisco. Tho other half wus billed to 
the United Smelting Worka Co, at Greut 
Falls, Montana. Roporta from Kualo aro 
that fully 40 tona a day will hereafter bo 
hauled from the mines to Kualo. 

For yours there has been a big sandbar in 
tho Columbia river whero it empties into 
Upper Arrow lake, on which tho Govern- 
ment placed a boacon. Last week a torrific 
sterm raged on the lako. When tho storm 
abated the sandbar and tho beacon had both 
disappeared and tho river channel at that 
point was fully seven feot in depth.

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HAWAIIAN CORRESPONDENCE. 



Important Letters anil Oilicial Iustnic 
tious Forward eil to U. S. 
Minister Willis. 



An Exceedingly Interesting Budget 
Transmitted by President Clevo- 
land to Congress. 



WASHINGTON', Jan, 0.— The papers trans- 
mitted to Congress with the President's 
messago of December IS, contain the follow 
;ng : A confidential dispatch from Mr. 
Willis to Secretary Greeham, dated Novem- 
ber 11, 1893, roads as follows : " Honolulu, 
November 11, 1893.— Oa the 7th inst. at 11 
o'clock, I presented to the Provisional 
Government Mr. Blount's letter of recall 
and the letter accrediting mo as his succes- 
sor. Tho time sinco then has Loon occu- 
pied with tho reception of tho executive, 
judicial and diplomatic representatives of 
tho Provisional and foreign governments. I 
have no, therefore, had an opporttnity of 
executing moro fully your instructions nor 
was fuller action advisable while tho excite- 
ment was so great. I expect on next Mon- 
day morning ( November 13) to have an in- 
terview with the Queen, which, if satis- 
factory, will be followed immediately by 
one with tho Provisional Government." 

Tho interview with tho Queen was evi- 
dently not satisfactory, for on tho lGth of 
November Mr. Willis telegraphed tho Sec- 
retary as follows : "The views of tho firat 
party are so extreme as to require instruc- 
tions. Willip. " This was doubtless what 
called from Secretary Gresham that reply 
which has been published, but without be- 
ing accompanied by tho messago to which it 
was an answer, and is as follows : 

"Washington, D.C., Nov. 24, 1S9:?. — Tho 
brovity and uncertainty of your telegrams 
nro embarrassing. You will insist upon 
amnesty and recognition of tho obligations 
of the Provisional Government as tho essen- 
tial conditions of restoration. All interests 
will bo protected by prompt action. (Signed) 
W. G. Gresham." 

Mr. Willis, in his confidential dispatch of 
November 11, intimated that tho question as 
to whether tho United States was prepared 
to protect tho person of tho Queen, had been 
officially asked of him by tho British Minis- 
ter, Major Wodehouse. Mr. Willis says : 
" I replied to tho British minister, that 
without reforonco to her royal claims the 
Queen stood in such relations to the Unitod 
States that Bho was entitled to and would 
receive tho amplest protection at their 
handB. As a matter of fact, I had already 
ascertained that, at present, Bho did not 
desire our protection. After next Monday, 
however, and earlier if necessary, I shall 
insist on her coming to the legation." 

Tho domiciling of Queen Liliuokalani in 
tho American legation appears to have been 
another of Mr. Willis' original intentions, 
which ho left unexecuted. The why and 
wherefore of this change of mind opens up 
a wide field of conjecture which tho corres- 
pondence, even as now extended, fails to 
satisfy. As to tho danger to the publio peace 
in Honolulu, the precautions taken to pre- 
serve order by the use of tho United States 
forces if necessary and tho character of tho 
Provisional Government, Mr. Willis al«.\ 
under dato of November 11, 1S93, makes 
the following interesting report not hereto- 
fore publiehed. 

"Tho U. S. steamships Philadelphia and 
Adams are connected with Honolulu by 
telephone, but in the event of a riot Ad- 
miral Irwin, now in command has mado ar- 
rangements for rocket signalling. There is 
undoubtedly in this government, as in all 
governments, a class of reckless, lawless 
men, who, under the impression that they 
have the moral Bupport of some of tho bet- 
ter class of citizens, may ac any moment 
bring about this condition of affairs. For- 
tunately, tho men at tho head of the Pro- 
visional Governmentare acknowledged by all 
sides to bo of the highest integrity and pub- 
lic spirit, which, combined with the largo 
material interests they represent, will, 
it is hoped, causa them to stand 
firmly and successfully for peace and good 
government. The Japanese Uonsul-General, 
Mr. Suburo Fujii, has just called to say 
that his people, who now number nearly 
one-third o[ the male population, aro very 
apprehensive of immediate disturbances. 
Ho desired to know whether I would adviso 
him to send for a man-of-war. I declined 
to give him any advice. He then enquired 
whether his people could expect protection 
from the United States troops. I told him 
that if it was his request, and if his 
peoplo were non-particip ints in any trouble, 
that ho could probably rely upon tho pro- 
tection of our Government. The American 
interests hero are so extensive and all inter- 
ests ure so close that it is impossible to 
touch one without involving all." 

The possibility of the Provisional Govern- 
ment lining transferred into a republic, 'was 
brought to tho attention of the State de- 
partment by Mr. Wills i s early as Novem- 
ber <j, 1893, when ho telegraphed Secretary 
Gresham: " Honolulu, November G, 1S93. 
Two hundred and sixty i ■ flea and ammuni- 
tion arrived by steamer Saturday. The 
rumor is that tho Provisional Government 
will declare for a republic, with a constitu- 
tion already prepared. (Signed) Willis." 

There is also included in the correspond- 
ence a very significant letter from Minister 
Thurston to Secretary Gresham, replying 
to the statement of tho President's position 
as based on Mr. Blount's report. 
Mr. Thurston, under dato a3 recent as 
December 5, tho last day after tho 
assembling of UongresR, and just before he 
started back to Honolulu, writes as 
follows : " In opposition to such proposed 
action, I hereby, on behalf of tho Govern- 
ment I represent, submit that there iB 
nothing lucking to coustituto the present 
Government of Hawaii a full and independ- 
ent sovereignty, able to meot all their obli- 
gations and entitled to all tho rights, privi- 
leges anel courtesies accorded by tho U. ',S. 
Government to the most favored nations 
with whom it is in treaty relations. Tho 
Government of the United States has 
acquired no juiisdiotion over the in- 
dependent sovereignty of Hawaii. Thero 
being two distinct sovereignties, jurisdiction 
by the United States, can only be obtained 
in three ways. First, by conquest; second, 
by treaty; third, by voluntary submission 
to tho decision of the United States Govern- 
ment in the nature of arbitration. Thero is 
no claim mado that tho sovereignty of 
Hawaii is subordinate to that cf tho United 
States by reason of conquest, no: has it been 
surrendered by treaty. Therj ia a sugges- 
tion, however, in tho communication by 
yourself to the Presidont, abovo referred to, 
that authority by voluntary submission in 
tho naturo of a power to arbitrate has been 
conferred upon tho Government of tho 
United States. I refer to that portion 
wheroiu you stato that ' tho Government of 
Huwaii surrendered its authority under a 
threat of war until such time aa tho Govern- 
ment of tho Unitod States, upon tho facta 
being presented to it, should reinatato tho 
constitutional sovereign, tho Provisional 



Government, to exist until tho terms cf 
union with tho United States of Americi 
have been negotiated and agreed upon.' I 
submit that no such authority has been con- 
ferred, and in support of such contention 
present tho following reasons : 

" I. If tho parties in Hawaii contending 
for tho control of tho Government hud in- 
tended to submit their d fferenecs to tho 
arbitration of tho Unitod States, a formal 
statement of auch differences, aud thepoiula 
to be settled, would have been drawn up and 
signed in the usual form of agrcomcnt to 
arbitration. No such action has been taken. 

"2. An arbitration ia essentially a judicial 
proceeding the elemental feature of which, 
under tho principles and forms of proceduro 
in uso both in tho United States and Hawaii, 
are, firat, tho notico of the charges made, or 
the points at issue; second, tho opportunity 
to hoar and cross-examine tho evidence 
produced by the opposing party; third, the 
opportunity to produce evidence in 
support of tho claims mado and meet that of 
tho opposing party; fourth, a full and fair 
hearing accorded lo both parties in open 
court. 

"In particular have theso considerations 
fundamental to the just anel equitablo decis- 
ion of tho simplest judicial iasuo, been ob- 
served in this admittedly complicated ques- 
tion. It is an axiom of law that no man may 
tukeadvantagcofhisown wrong. Thofaotthat 
tho United Stutos minister, with or without 
tho authority of bin Government, may have 
trespassed upon tho international rights of 
Hawaii, does not thereby confer jurisdiction 
upon tho Government of tho United Stateu 
to now again anel deliberately trespass upon 
such rights. If tho United States minister 
or naval officers have exceeded their author- 
ity or violateel their instructions they aro 
responsible to their Government, thoreforo 
tho Hawaiian Government had no control 
over them. It is not responsible for what 
they did and cannot bo hold answerable to 
tho Government of the United States for 
their acts, nor to have forfeited any of its 
attributes of independent sovereignty, or 
wrong authorized." 

The correspondence closed with a dispatch 
from Minister Willia, dated Honolulu, 
Docomber 1, 1893, in which ho says: "I 
understand a meaaago haa been sent" (pro- 
bably referring to tho telegram from Sec- 
retary Gresham of Nov. 2-1, telling him that 
all interests will be promoteel by prompt 
action), and then adds, in reference to 
Secretary Gresham's celebrated letter of 
October 18, advocating tho restoration of 
Queen Liluokaluni, which had been pub- 
lisher! in tho United States and hail got back 
to Honolulu, "tho Government iaat Wed- 
nesday inquired as to authenticity of your 
published letter und intentions of tho 
Presidont. I have declined to-day to 
answer; prompt action desirable. 

"(Signed) Willis." 



WILL NOT RETIRE. 

The Provisional Government of Hawaii Will 
Hold the Fort Until Forcibly 
Driven Out. 

Auckland, N./i.,Jan. 4. — Advices from 
Honolulu, Dec. 22, havo been rocoivetl hero 
by the steamer Alameda, juat arrived from 
San Francisco. The ollicers Of tho voaaol 
Btated to tho Associated Press correspond- 
ent that tho excitement at Honolulu over 
the political situation was growing in in- 
tensity. The Provisional Government is as 
firm as ever in its determination to maintain 
its position, and is completing preparat ions 
to resist any effort that might be made to 
-istore tho monarchy. The members of tho 
police force of the Island have been notified 
that they would bo expected to take up 
arms in defence of the Government, and a 
number have been dismissed for refusing to 
obey tho order. 

Tho Minister of the Unitod States haa 
written tho Provisional Government re- 
questing tho Burreniler of tho offices, as the 
United StateB has decided in favor of restor- 
ation of the Queen. Tho Minister has in- 
formed the Government that Liliuokalani 
has agreed to grant amnesty to all who took 
part in tho revolution, to ratify tho obliga- 
tions of the present Government, and to 
govern faithfully in accordance with tho 
present constitution. The Government ia 
preparing along reply to the Minister. 

Tho Commercial Advertiser, of Honolulu, 
in an articlo supporting tho Government, 
declarcs.tho United States Congress had 
taken tho matter out of President Cleve- 
land's hands by calling for tho papers on the 
Hawaiian correspondence, and asserts that 
the Provisional Government will not retire 
from power unless compelled by force, 
which is not likely to be employed. 



SEALING REGULATIONS. 

The Canadian Gazette saya : "The plea 
which the British Columbia sealers are milk- 
ing for a reconsideration of tho regulations 
laiel down by the arbitration tribunal for tho 
regulation of the llehring Sea seal fisheries 
receives striking confirmation in an able 
statement which Mr. Barclay has contrib- 
uted to the Hevue do Droit Innternutional. 
Every international lawyer will agree with 
Mr. Barclay in affirming the value of tho 
awarel as a legal pronouncement. It follows 
the British view of the liberty of tho aea, is 
strictly in accordance with the estab- 
lished canons of international law, 
and reaffirms for all future time the great 
principal that upon tho high seas tho ships 
of all nations are equal, whether they be tho 
ahips of a great or an insignificant power. 
But when Mr. Barclay comes to examine tho 
regulations ho clearly inclines to the opinion 
that, following the lino of Solomon's judg- 
ments, they were designed to equalise the 
balance between tho parties rather than to 
protect the seal fisiiories in tho general 
intereat. The close season for fishing in the 
waters of the Bebriug Sea being from the 1st 
of May to the 1st of July, instead of from 
tho 1st of September to tho 1st of 
May, as proposed by Great Britain, giveB 
tho inhabitants of the Pribyloff 
Islands tho advantage of a monopoly during 
tho month of Juno; and this mouth, as a 
littlo diagram borrowed from the reports of 
the English Commissioners makoa clear, ia 
of tho beat two months in the whole 
year. The seal-catchers on land thus get 
both the good months of tho aoason ; tho 
seal-catcheraon the high sea get only one, 
and tho object of preserving the seals dur- 
the breeding months is not, Mr. Bar- 
clay concludes, served at all. It remains to 
icen what reply can be made to Mr. Bar- 
clay's criticiama."

TEE MA YOR'S RESPONSIBILITY. 

Tho Times not being ablo to alio w that our 
reprcsentationa us to tho state of tho eity 
aro incorrect, tries to convey tho improseion 
that tho Mayor, the head of tho city's ad- 
ministration, is not responsible for tho neg- 
lect and mismanagement. It says : "It ia 
a groat mistake to represent the mayoralty 
as all important in tho lino of civic govern- 
ment." Wo suspect that tho editor of tho 
Times has not studied tho Municipalities 
Act 1S92 very closely, for if ho had ho would 
have found that tho " Mayoralty " 
is of very great importance in the lino 
of civic government. Tho law clothes tho 
Mayor with such extensive powers thut it 
ia very difficult to set bounds to them. A 
caroful atudy of aub soctiou (d) of Section 
121 of that Act, will convince the reader 
that tho Mayor must be held responsible for 
negloct and mismanagement of tho officials 
of the Corporation, and for blunders made In 
tho management of tho Corporation's busi- 
ness. This ia how it reads : 

Tho Mayor or Reeve shall have unre- 
stricted authority and power to inspect and 
order the conduct of all officers and em- 
ployes of tho Corporation, and to direct the 
method of management of the Corporation 
btuineaa and affairs und to suspend the 
oliicera and employes of tho Corporation, 
and so far us may bo in his power to cause 
all negligence, carelessness and violation of 
duty on tho part of tho oflicers and em- 
ployes to be prosecuted and punished, 
but every such caso of suspension shall bo 
reported to the Council at its next sitting, 
and if the Council decide, by resolution, to 
reinstate any officer who has been so sus- 
pended they may do so, or the Council may 
decide to make such suspension absolute. 

Wo direct particular attention to tho 
words wo have italicised. The powers 
with which tho Mayor iB invested by this 
Bub-secUon without doubt involve a cone 
sponding responsibility. 

The Mayor's authority doea not end here 
Section '22, of the same Act, givea him the 
power to return to tho Council or to veto 
any by-law, resolution or proceeding whiol 
has not been reconsidered by tho Council 
This iB tho section : 

Notwithstanding anything to tho contrary 
contuined in any law it shall be lawful for 
the Mayor or Reeve of a Municipality at 
any time within one month from the passage 
or adoption thereof to intervene and roturn 
for reconsideration, or to veto any by-law, 
resolution or proceeding of tho Council 
which has not been reconsidered by the 
Council in a manner mentioned in the Bub- 
sections hereof, and which has not been 
affirmed by tho voto of the ratepayers. 

What, it may bo uaked, haB ever, for tho 
good of tho city, been recommended by the 
Mayor to the Council us is his duty to un 
der sub-section (b) of section 21, or what bad 
reaolution of the Council or false Btep taken 
by them has Mr. Beaven, under section '22, 
even sent back to the Council for recon- 
sideration ? 

It is folly for tho Times to attempt to 
lead the electors to belicvo that, having 
such powers us are conferred on him by tho 
Municipalities Act, the Mayor ia not to be 
held responsible for tho way in which the 
city's businesa has been transacted during 
the lust two years. He h:iB been, so to 
speak, the managing director of the city for 
that time, and tho law, as tho reader sees, 
givea him great authority—" unrestricted 
authority "—and he should bo held strictly 
responsible for <he way he has used that 
authority, and for refraining from using it 
when tho good government of the city re- 
quired its exercise. 

It is useless now for the Times to attempt 
to lead tho electors to believe that tho 
Mayor is little better than a figurehead in 
the hands of the City Council. The law 
shows that he ia in a very different posi 
lion, and any alderman who has occupied a 
placo at the Council Board during the last 
two yeara lias the best reason to know that 
Mayor Beaven is fully aware of the extent 
of his powers and is alwuys reedy to assert 
them. Tho complaint has been that ho 
troits the aldermen as if they wore 
bo many achool boyB. But now 
when thero is an accosnt to be ron 
dorod to tho peoplo of tho manner ir 
which tho Mayor has exercised his poworB 
tho Timoa for him disclaims ail responsibil 
ity. This is neither fair nor reasonable. 
Mr. Beaven muat bo made to shoulder his 
full sharo of responsibility for tho disgrace- 
ful condition in which tho city ia found af^cr 
ho has occupied tho Mayor's chair and oxor 
cisod tho Mayor'a authority for two yeura, 



UNDULY EXERCISED. 

A telegram from Vancouvor to tho Win- 
nipeg Freo Presa haB, as it appears to ua, 
quito unduly excited the Times of this city. 
Tho information which tho telegram con- 
voyed waa not now at all and it waB very 
fur indeed from boing important. It was 
to the effect that there had beon negotia- 
tions botweon tho Opposition proper and tho 
Independents and that thoy had mado a 
now arrangemont. Thoy had agreod to unite 
their forces and with tho Bolid phalanx thus 
mado, to attack the Govornmont when tho 
Legislature moots. This, as ovoryono knows, 
is not news; for tho Independents with 
the Opposition did all they could 
last year to worry tho Government, 



but so far from " crushing " it thoy did 
not even annoy its memborB. The efforts of 
the curious combination wero regarded with 
good-natured contempt by tho Ministers 
and their Bupportera. The indications aro 
that tho Opposition this year ia not in any 
respect atrongor than it was laat winter. 

Tho telegram goos on to say that ono 
result of tho negotiations was to appoint 
a leador for tho now Opposition. Tho 
choico, it seema, was difficult. The negotia- 
tor, it appeura, found it hard to adjust 
tho claima of tho leading men, and not ono 
of thorn would give way to tho othors, so, 
as is generally tho caso in such contests, tho 
durk horso won. Tho "dark horBO " — we 
moan no disrospoct — in this instance ia Mr. 
Charles Augustus Semlin. Tho ctory muy 
not bo truo, as tho Times, with 
— ub wo think — a littlo uuneces- 
aary energy doolares, but it is like 
a. dream to us that wo heard a rumor ro- 
sembling it in its main featurea aomo time 
ago. It was thou said, if our memory serves 
ua, that tho only thing which tho caucus, or 
conference or whutover it waa, could agree 
upon was that Mr. Boaven must bo deposed. 
Tho old Opposition wero, it was said, sick 
and tired of Mr. Beaven as leader, the 
now men would have nothing to do with 
him, and tho leader ugreed upon waa Mr. 
Semlin. It may bo that tho Vancouver 
news-catorer, being short of mutter, revived 
this old story. Somo active Opposition 
politicians seemed a littlo excited a short 
time ago, and hinted oraculnrly that there 
was something in tho wind that would sur- 
priso tho Government and ita supporters, 
and it may be that tho " political secret " 
they wero hinting at was the mare's nest 
which tho Times denounces with un energy 
that appears almost suspicious. 

Tho Times is right, however; tho story is u 
silly one. Tho Opposition ia exceedingly 
weuk— weaker morally and intellectually 
than it iB numerically, and is not likely.no 
matter what combinations are attempted to 
be made, to givo tho Government much 
trouble Even men who aro not too well 
disposed towards the Government, when 
asked to givo their support and iufluenco to 
tho Opposition, laugh at tho proposition. 
They see that tho men who compose it are 
not lit to direct tho affairs of tho Province, 
und thoy thoreforo decline to assist in 
plucing them in positions of power. 
Tho tactica of the Opposition during 
tho recess have lowered thorn in 
tho estimation of all sensible and 
fair-minded men, and it would appear that 
notwithstanding their bluster and their 
clumsy uttempta at self-assertion, they are 
painfully aware of this fact. 

Takingall the circum8tances into consider- 
ation, we cannot help thinking that our con- 
temporary ia wasting its forco in denouncing 
so angrily tho fabrication of the Vuncouver 
telegram. The report of the deposition of 
Mr. Beaven need givo it no concern, for it 
matters very littlo indeed whether the 
Opposition at tho next session is led by him, 
by Mr. Somlin, by Mr. Cotton or by Mr. 
Brown. Not one of those gentlemen, if he 
possessed tho talents of a Tupper or a 
Laurier, could mako tho present Provincial 
Opposition formidable. 



United States because, in hia opinion, his 
party will be injurod by that liberality, iB 
the moanost and most narrow-mindod of 
mortals. He would deprive his countrymen 
of a great advantage in order that his poli- 
tical clique may bo benefitted, Partyiam of 
this kind iB only another name for disloyalty 
of tho moat contemptible kind. 

Sir John Thompson, howevor, in his 
speech at Piotou, headed off thoao contomp- 
tiblo Liberal letter writers, for ho then, in 
offuot, Baid that for every stop tho American 
Congress would make in the direction of 
freer trade with Canada, his Government 
was prepared to make a corresponding stop. 
Ho very properly leaves it to tho United 
States to take tho initiative. Thero is little 
fear of the Americms going too far in this 
direction, for every move that Congress 
makes in the direction of tariff reform is 
closely watched by deeply interested and 
very influential observers, and it so happens 
that tho industries on this aide of tho lino 
that stand moat in need of protection are 
thoao which, on tho other aide of it, 
will cling most closely to protection. It ia 
said that tho meeting of the Dominion Par- 
liament is deferrod for the very purpose of 
seeing what tho Americana will do in tho 
mutter of tariff reform. Wo do not know 
whothcr this ia tho caso or not, but wo 
think that the Dominion Government will 
act wisely if it defers making uny important 
changes in the tariff until it is known exactly 
what is tho trade policy of tho United 
Statea.

DISLOYAL TO CANADA. 

Previous to tho last general election it 
was proved that at leuBt ono man writing in 
the interests of the Liberal party took upon 
himself to show what measures Congress 
should take to compel tho peoplo of Cunadu 
to suo for annexation. It was Btrongly sus- 
pected, too, that tho American journalists 
and public men who insisted upon political 
union as an essential condition of unre- 
stricted commercial intercourBO between tho 
United States und Canada, were inspired by- 
Liberals on this aide of tho line, These 
men foolishly supposed that if tho United 
States took high ground and refused to reci- 
procate in trade with Canada un- 
less alio consented to become an- 
nexed, Canadians would feel tho loss of 
American trade so much that they 
would consent to any terms to get it back 
again. But tho Liberals did not understand 
their own countrymen, neither did they 
place a proper estimate upon the resources 
of Canada. 

We find that now, when tho Americana 
are showing a disposition to deal liberally 
with Canada in matters of trade, there ure 
disloyal Canadians who havo taken tho 
alarm und who aro trying to impress upon 
United States legislators that it will bo bud 
policy to extend' too many trade advantages 
to Canada without stipulating for a largo 
return. A late Washington dispatch to 
tho UufUlo Commercial says : 

"Tho Liberal party (of Canudn) has all 
along contended that tho way to secure 
gonorous concessions from tho United States 
wub to mako reciprocal oflers from the 
Canadian side, and tho policy of 
opening up (Amorican) markets to agri- 
cultural implements, sawed lumber, and 
textile fabrics mado in Canada, without any 
corresponding concessions thoy havo pro- 
fesBod to regard as a mistake on tho part of 
tho Unitod States and an injury to the 
Liberal party. Sovoral lettora to this effect 
havo boon received by Republican members 
of CongroBB from Liboral lcadors, and they 
doolaro that tho giving away of our market 
without roturn puts real reciprocity or 
commercial union further away than ovor." 

Thoso Canadian Liborala who are urging 
tho Republican high protectionists to oppose 
making tho Wilson tariff too liberul to 
Canuda aro traitors to thoir country. If tho 
Americans aro disposod to open thoir mar- 
ket to everything that is produced in Canada 
without demanding any concession in roturn, 
it ia not for the Canadian who is loyal to 
his country, whether ho is Liborul or Con- 
servative, to raise tho slightest objection. It 
is to tho intorost of hia country that tho 
United Statea market should bo open to all 
tho products of Canada if Congress is willing 
to admit them. Tho Canadian who objeots 
to too liberal a trade policy on tho part of

CIVIC MATTEKS. 



To THE EDITOR : — I was somewhat amazed 
at Mayor Heaven's audacity in claiming that 
he had stopped Aid. Baker from supplying 
bricks to corporation contractors and this ac- 
counted for tho worthy alderman's opposition 
to him. Now, as a matter of fact, Mayor 
Beaven had no hand whatevor in tho stepB 
that were taken againBt Mr. Baker. It was 
anothor contractor, Mr. Coughlan, who was 
tho prime mover, and who took tho matter 
into tho courts. It was a surpriso to me 
thut Mr. Mayor was not taken to task for 
this misstatement. 

Da you know, Mr. Editor, that the Driard 
proprietors, tho proprietors of tho New 
England, and tho owner of tho 
Adolphi block, received checks thiB woek 
for the sums they expended in oon- 
strucing sewers on the system adopted 
by tho city. They were entitled to theao 
amounts long ago, and wore promised them 
in the sad and sweet past. Perhapa it was 
His Worship's heart waa softened by the 
good-will and charity ot tho fostivo soason, 
or becauso ho was still deatrouB of getting 
rid of tho surplus monoys Becured by the 
special health tax that tho patient citizens 
received their dues. Somo uncharitable 
people have said that it was becauso of the 
nearness of election day. ThiB opinion, of 
course, I would not suggest for an instant. 
Tho policy of making expenditures just bo- 
foro election times, for the purpose of in- 
lluencing votes, is too tricky for our high- 
minded Mayor to reaort to. 

But is it not remarkable, Mr. Editor, that 
during tho past few weeks, in tho downpour 
of rain, many long asked for works havo been 
underway. Sidewalks are being laid and 
streota mended. Water pipes have been 
laid on the Gorge road with two work- 
men taking out the waler and one 
man Bhovelling the dirt. The Hum- 
aide road bridge is being built in a 
substantial way, notwithstanding the inclo- 
ment season and tho almost doubled cost. 
As I said beforo, I would not hint that it is 
because tho workmen havo votes that all 
this work is being done. It might havo been 
carried out in tho summer or fall months 
under pleasanter circumstances and for half 
tho amount. Hut then, bless you, tho Mayor 
has nothing to do with it. Ho is only one 
in ten. And yet soma unkind people say 
that if you can secure the Mayor's assent to 
a work it is auro to bo carried out. 

I waa pleased to see your udvocucy of Mr. 
Teague for mayor. He is a practical man. 
He is probably tho best practical sanitary 
authority in Victoria. His whole life has 
been devoted to the planning and superin- 
tending of varioua works. At this timo we 
want a practical man at tho head of affairs. 
Sewerage is tho vital question in Victoria. 
Then what is more to tho city's interest 
than to have a man at the helm who under- 
stands what is required? I know there are 
aome who object to Mr. Teaguo bocauao he 
is not an expert in methods of finance. The 
financial part of tho city's affairs is in tho 
hands of excellent officers, and Victoria can 
dispense, for a few years at least, with a 
financial mayor. Wo havo had Boveral 
mayors who believed thoy wero heaven-born 
financiers, but I cannot aeo in their records 
where thoy pushed tho city ahead. Our 
presont financial mayor is responsible for re- 
tarding its progress to a great extent. By 
all menus let ub have a man for mayor with 
everyday common senso und pructicul 
knowledge I hold the belief that ho would 
do moro to forward the intereats of Victoria 
than a financier whose sole aim is to havo a 
amall cash balance at tho end of tho year.

A PEOGRESSIVE COMMUNITY, 

Mr. A. L. Poudrier Tells of tho Civi- 
lization ami Progress of 
the Tiuuees. 

A Connnuuity of Agriculturists -The 
Newspaper as a Practical 
Civllizer. 

Away to the north-west of tho American 
continent, in tho myatorioua corner of Brit- 
ish Columbia bordered by "unexplored 
territory " and hemmed in by mighty moun- 
tains, thoro dwell a race of red men who 
daily grow moro numorous, who havo 
learned to admiro and havo made thorn- 
selves proficient in many of the arts of 
poace, and who, as they hecomo known in 
their cuatoms and conditions, must excite 
tho wonder and attention of tho civilized 
world. Flowing out of tho land which 
they inhabit and taking its course toward 
the icebound north is tho Pursnip river ; 
from tho opposito borderland tho Eraser 
trails southward toward tho aea. Tho pno- 
ple are known to tho fow travellers who 
havo found their way among them as the 
Tinnees, und they havo their infrequent com- 
muuicution with " civilization " chiefly 
through the Hudson's Hay Company posts 
ut Fort George and Fort Eraser. Knowl- 
edge of tho Tinnees is at the presont 
timo extremely limited, but tho in- 
formation available concerning them 
Bhows that that they are an ex- 
ception to all other Indian races inhabiting 
Canadian territory, few of which thoy havo 
anything in common with in physique, 
tastes, ambition or legendary history. Their 
morals are guarded by laws more strict than 
those of any white nation of tho day ; they 
esteem cleanliness, both of person and sur- 
roundings, as they do courage, and they have 
a saying that " to desert'a friend is worse 
than to slay him," 

Tho last white visitors to the home of the 
Tinnees wero those composing the Govern- 
ment survey party sent North last summer 
under the direction of Mr. A. L. Poudrier, 
all of whom returned with wonderful stories 
of the educational and iuduatrial progress of 
thiB strange people of tho wilderness. Tho 
appended notes of tho chief of tho expedi- 
tion give somo interesting facta regarding 
tho Tinnees and the land they livo in : 

" Tho immense wnntry north of the 51th 
parallel of latitude, generally described as 
the ' lako region,' is hardly known to tho 
present generation. Years ago — during tho 
gold excitement in Omineca— a great deal of 
trade and travel was taken that way, and 
nearly all the old pioneers aro familiar with 
tho wonderful scenery of tho section. Tho 
larger lakes— Eraser, Stuart, Lac des Frnn- 
cais, Tatla, Tremblay, etc. — havo, perhapa, 
no equals for picturesque beauty in tho 
north of America. 

" Since the gold boom tho only inhabi 
tants of this extensive country havo been 
tho Indians and a few H. 15, Co. employes. 
Tho nativoa aro known as tho Tinneea, 
this name including tho whole race, 
somo of tho ropreaontativea of which 
inhabit the territory eaat of tho Rocky 
mountains, others peopling tho lake region 
proper, and Btill othera living as tar to tho 
Bourti as the Chilcotin river, Tho race ia 
sub-divided into many families — first the 
Chilcotina, living on the plain of that name ; 
then tho ' Carriers ' or ' Porteurs,' urounl 
Fort Eraser; and ugain tho Siccauies und 
NuhanieB, occupying tho country north and 
east of the Noehaco river. 

" Ia lunguago tho Tinneea have no re- 
lationship with the other tribes of the north, 
but curiously IndianB living as far south aa 
California (tho Navajoes for example), or in 
Oklahoma — as the Chilcotee, speak a tongue 
very similar to that of the Tinnees. The 
missionaries of tho Roman Catholic church 
havo long been resident among thn ru^e, and 
the majority of tho ' Curriers ' at least have 
embraced the faith of which these devoted 
priests aro tho messengers and the exponents. 
Of lato yeaiB a young and energetic mission- 
ary, Father Morrice, of Stuart lake, has 
been giving hia time and talenta to tho up- 
building of a Tinnees nation which ehall 
compare favorably in many ways with that 
of tho whitea. That he ia succeeding beyond 
the expectation of any is admitted by all 
who have hud the opportunity of observing 
the results attendant upon his teaching. 

"The mother tongue of tho Tinnees, 
which ia exceedingly rich in expression, haa 
been through hia elforts roduoed to a system 
of phonetio writing, the characters — Father 
Morriee's own invention — being remarkable 
for their simplicity, and from the fact that 
they rest rather than tiro the eye of tho 
reader. To somo atudenta thoy suggest tho 
Phoenician; to others tho Egyptiau. And 
yet tho chief characteristics of either, or 
both, of these ancient languages are want- 
ing. The written language ia so Bimpio und 
and so systematic that u child or a man muy 
with equal facility learn to road or write it 
to perfection. Not one of tho tribe, from a 
child of six to the old men and women of 
three score and ten, ia unablo to day to 
either read or write. Tho phonetic Tinnees 
is employed by the Indians in their corres- 
pondence — for they havo arisen to tho 
dignity of a postal system of their own— in 
tho marking of signs for the guidanoo of 
travellers and explores, and in a hundred 
and one other ways familiar to civilized 
nutione." , 

To further develop tho theory and render 
ita buccobs complete, Rov. Father Morrice, 
with tho aid of tho Indians, had special types 
cast, bought a printing prcBs, und three years 
ago printed and publialiedseveralelemontary 
works on tho lunguago and history of tho 
nation, For tho past twoyoars ho haB been 
issuing a monthly nowspaper, to which 
ovory Indian in the vast district is a willing 
subscriber. It is callod ' Tim News.' It's 
first pugo is devoted to local affairs, bucH us 
hunting and trapping mid oil else which 
may practically interoat tho community in 
which it circulates. Anothor part is do- 
voted to religioua aubjecte, and tho re- 
mainder of its sixteen pages of space treats 
of the world in general, a great deal of at- 
tention being paid to scionco, the customs 
and manners of civilized countries, UBcful 
inventions, oto. A number now in tho pos- 
session of tho COLONIST givcB a good descrip- 
tion of tho development of tho steam engine, 
us applied to railways, boats and stationary 
machinery. Beaides his journalistic work 
during the past two yeara, Father Morrice 
haa completed u Tinneea grammar, and at 
tho present time haa a dictionary in typo. 

" Thero ia," says Mr. Poudrier, " no 
other part of tho Provinco ivhoro tho Ind- 
iana aro so highly civilized, bo truthful, or 
so honest. Ono groat advantage tracoablo 
to tho publication of tho News 
is the development of a taste for 
and knowledgo of agriculture. Tho 
hunting und trapping aro noaring 
an end in the lako region, and 
the natives seo that the resource which they 
must in future look to ia farming. Tho now 
generation is fast becoming a community of 
tillers of tho soil. Wore all tho Indians of 
tho Provinco in so advanced a stato thoy 
would at no timo bo a oauso of anxiety, and 
the Government would seldom, if ever, bo 
called upon to relievo their wants. Very

NEW WESTMINSTER'S TAX AND 
DEBT. 

To Tim Editor:— Mr. D. Robson, city 
clerk of New Westminster, erroneously be- 
lieves that in comparing the taxes and debts 
of the cities in the Province I did not men- 
tion tho rebate allowed in hia city, hut us a 
matter of fact I quoted the very figures ho 
nameB. I am sure 1 should be sorry to make 
an unfair comparison. I made the assertion 
that tho general rate levied in 1893 in Vic- 
toria waa lower than the same rate in Vancou- 
ver or New Westminster, in proof of ivhich 1 
pointed out that in Victoria land is assessed 
at its actual cash value, and improvements 
at one half their value ; tho general rate 
levied on land is 13 milla on tho dollar, and 
on improvements 12 mills. A robato of ono- 
aixth is made if the tax ia paid on or before 
tho .'list October. In Vancouver land is 
a33essed at its actual cash vuluo and im- 
provements at 75 per cont. of their value. 
Tho general rate ia the same in both, 
— viz , 20 mills on tho dollar — u robato 
of 20 per cent, ia made if paid 
within thirty days of becoming duo. In New 
Westminster laud is assessed at its actual 
cash valuo and improvements at one-half 
their value. Tho general rato levied is tho 
Bamo on both, twenty mills; a rebate of 
threo milla is made if the tax is puid on or 
baforo tho lat October. I think that proves 
the assertion. I ulso pointed out that tho 
generul rate and tho special rato for a health 
fund combined, as levied on land in Victoria, 
was less to those who took tho rebate, 
than tho peneral rate ulone, to thoso entitled 
to tho robato in Vancouver or New West- 
minster. I noted tho general and special 
rates in Victoria, Icbs tho rebates, at 15. SO 
mills in tho dollar on land. There is no 
special rato levied on improvements. I said 
tho general rate, less tho rebate, in 
Now Wostminster was seventeon mills 
on both land and improvements. I 
compared tho debt of tho threo cities. I 
mentioned tho population of Victoria ns 
25,000, with a dobenturo debt of 81,500,000, 
loss a Binking fund of §200,000, equal to 
§1 :!00,000 ; Vancouver's population as 1S,- 
000, with a debenturo debt of §1,920,000, 
less a sinking fund, tho amountof which I did 
not name; New Westminster's population aB 
7,000, with a debenturo debt of about $900,- 
000, I did not know tho amount of the 
sinking fund. I Baid that the waterworks 
at Victoria cost about §560,000, and its 
revenuo was about Sol, 000. Tho Vancouver 
waterworks cost $690,000, and its estimated 
rovenufl was $45, 000; and that Now Westmins- 
ter had put §455,000 into its waterworks, 
und that tho revenue was estimated ut ?9,- 
000. With regard to tho olectric 
light, I said that Victoria had 
only borrowed $10,000, so far, for 
that purpose, and 1 pointed out that the 
Electric Light Works at New Westminster 
had coat that city SI 10,000. I did not say 
one word disparagingly of tho investment. 
I cannot think that thoro is anything unfair 
in giving these figures to tho public, in fact 
I think it would do much good if each 
municipality was obliged to give moro pub- 
licity to ita financial affairs. I havo said 
that Victoria has no lloating indebtedness. 
I should ho pleased to know that every other 
city in the Provinco can say tho same, and 
publish their accounts as Victoria has done.

MUNICIPAL ELECTION 

To the Electors and Delegates who 
asked rue to become a Can- 
didate for Mayor of the City of 
Victoria for the Year 1804. 



Gentlemen,— BoHevins; that bub a cer- 
tain few attend public meetings und that 
certain others almoat religiously stay away 
from public meetings, it has occurred to me 
that it will be impossible for any candidate 
in the short time before election to person- 
ally talk to tho majority of the voters ; 
thoreforo I have resolved to— through the 
medium of the press— put forward my views 
on a few subjects which may be considered 
important, in order that all may be mado 
fully aware of my sentiments. 

Sewerage — With reference to sower- 
ogo, I beliovo that tho true interests 
of the city imperatively demand a complete 
system of sewerage. I should therefore use 
every ciTort to carry out to completion tho 
present separate system. 

Taxation— With regard to tho difficult 
problem of taxation, my best efforts will bs 
to secure the lowest rato compatible with 
the true interests of tho city. Why a fino 
should bo imposed on any person making 
improvements I cannot see. 

I would also aim at economical and 
efficient expenditure of city funds, which I 
am quito sure is not dono at present, money 
continuoubly being Mealed through various 
causes. 

I take the positive stand that the conduct 
of municipal affairs coming beforo the mayor 
and aldermen must bo kept entirely distinct 
from politics. 

Water Supply— This important and long 
neglected matter should receive attention. 
Portions of the wafer shed, now a source of 
danger, should bo acquired by the city, tho 
whole hike fencod in, vegetable matter re- 
moved from Heaver lako, tho dam improved 
so that the water now running to wuste 
should be stored, filters constructed, etc. 
The reckless waste of wuLer by consumers 
should bo stopped. If these matters are 
attended to, the ratepayers will get all the 
wator wanted, as well aa pressuro for all 
purposes. 

JAMES Bay— I am in favor of building a 
permanent roadway full width of Govern- 
ment street and securing from parties who 
havo the necessary earth etc , and under- 
taking to deposit tho same therein until the 
whole bed is filled at as little cost us possible 
to the city, This would make a grand im- 
provement, form a large amount of property, 
which could be leased out and soon made to 
return a magnificent income to tho corpora- 
tion, furnish employment for a largo number 
of men and cost tho taxpayers but a com- 
paratively trilling sum. 

Another thing to which I wish to call 
your attention is tho matter in which a 
largo number of voters uro annually disfran- 
chised. 1 contend that every voter should, 
on demand, bo presented by tho proper 
officer with a detailed statement of his in- 
debtedness, und upon payment of tho samo 
receive u receipt in full of all demands, and 
not, in tho end, ufter paying possibly hun- 
dreds of dollars, find thut tho omission of 
some minor thing has robbed him of all 
voice in the affairs of the city.

To expropriate certain real property for the 
purpose of diverting and improving Oak 
IUy Avenue, being a public street situate 
within the City of Victoria. 

rpHE Municipal Council of tho City of Vic- 
JL toria enacts aa follows : 

1. It shall bo lawful for tho Corporation of 
tho City of Victoria to expropriate and tho 
said Corporation teroby expropriates, for the 
purpose of diverting and improving a portion 
of Oak Bay Avenue being a public street Bitunte 
within the City of Victoria, all that piece or 
pnrcel of land being part of Lot 31 of a sub- 
division of sub-lot 1, Fern wood Estate, Section 
75, Victoria District, which said piece or parcel 
of land Is more particularly described aa fol- 
lows : 

Commencing at the south-cast corner of lot 2 
of said sub-division ; thenco southerly across 
lot 31 on a production of the lino between lots 2 
and 3, forty feet, more or lcs. J , to tho north lino 
of Oak Bay Avenue ; thence westerly along tho 
lino of Oak Bay Avcnuo llfty-three feet, more 
or less, to the south-west corner of said lot 2; 
thenco north easterly along the lino botweon 
lota 2 and 31, twenty-nine feet, moro or loss, to 
the placo of beginning, and containing by 
measurement live hundred and llfty-Bix square 
feet moro or less.

Rich Returns From Slocau Ores- 
Rcceutly Developed Properties 
Give Promise of Wealth. 

All Intricate License Case— Contempt 
ibie Conduct of a Theatrical 
Sleighing Party. 



KaslO, Jau. 3. — (Special.) — The holiday 
season in Kuslo ha3 been anything but a 
holiday so far as to our mining and business 
men are concerned. The past week has 
been the busietit iu the mining history of the 
city. Nearly 1,000 tons of ore were shipped 
to the American smoltors during the past 
week. This largo quantity had been 
accumulating since the Bonner's Ferry route 
was closed a short time ago by the freezing 
over of Kootenay river, and tho mining men 
had been praying for rolief through tho 
opening for trallie of the Fort Sheppard 
railway, running from Five Milo Point, on 
the western arm of Kootenay lako, to tho 
international boundary line, where it con- 
nects with the Spokane & Northern railway, 
thus giving an all-rail outlet to tho smelters. 
'Tho splendid large wharf and storehouses of 
our local wharf company wsro taxed to their 
capacity to contain the ore stored thoro, 
and Hughes' wharf and storehouse 
also were tilled. Tho Fort Sheppard 
road opened a week ago, and immediately 
the work of taking out the ore was begun, 
und during the week thero was an ex- 
tremely busy scene, on and about tho 
wharves. The activity was heightened by 
tho enormous inward oargooa of freight in 
the shape of merchandise, mining machin- 
ery | etc., which had been accumulating on 
tho outside awaiting the opening of the 
railway to fetcli it in. To-day the wharves 
are clear of ore, and the storehouses are 
tilled to tho roofs with imports. 

Une thousand tous of the charactor of ore 
mined in tho Kaslo-Slooan District when 
sacked for shipment will reprosent a gross 
valuo of from $1-10,000 to $1(10,000. Tho 
exact value, of course, is not ascertainable 
except by the smelting returns. The min- 
ing men, however, have made very favor- 
able arrangements with tho banks, whereby 
they are enabled to get advances of a con- 
siderable percentage of thoir valuo immedi- 
ately that the ore is placed in atoro here. 
This ensures them an abundance of ready 
.money, and so well established is 
tho high grade character of theso ores, that 
no other guaranteo of valuo is necessary tor 
the banks to advance on than the nanio of 
the mine whence any particular lot of ore is 
taken. If tho miners are desirous of getting 
at once a larger percentage of tho valuo than 
the banka advance on warehouse receipts, 
the ore is put through the sampling works 
here which determines very closely tho real 
value. Tho sampling works are capable of 
running through i.du. -JO to '200 tons per 
day. 

The Bleigh road is now in first class con- 
dition, and the daily receipts of ore here 
will average about thirty tons. 

The approaching municipal olections con- 
tinue to absorb a good deal of attention. It 
is probable Mayor Green will bo re-elected, 
and thero will not bo more than one or two 
changes from the present council. 

The Theatre Comique, a variety place, is 
in trouble. The council has passed a by- 
law taxing tho institution $10 a night as 
a theatre, and tho proprietors are contesting 
tho validity of tho by-law. Tho caso has 
not yet had a hearing owing to tho fact that 
one of our three local magistrates has been 
summoned as a witness, another refuses to 
act, and while the third is willing to hoar 
the case, he has no confrere to sit with him, 
and two are necessary. They aro now nego- 
tiating for an outside magistrate to come in 
' and help them out of tho difficulty. This 
theatre makes no charge for admission, and 
sells liquor under an ordinary Provinoial 
license, and while tho place is certainly not 
conducive to the moral well-being of those 
who frequent ir, still many think tho propri- 
etors are being harshly dealt with, having 
paid a license fee to sell for one year the 
liquor out of which they mako their sole 
profits, and otherwise conform to statutory 
requirements. 

Tho Payno g oup of mineB, on Payne 
moun* »in, one oi tho most notable proper- 
ties in the Kaalo-Slocan District, but on 
which very little work has hithorto been 
done, is now being energetically develop- 
ed. Some samples of oro wero brought 
in yesterday, which, upon boing ussayed, 
gave returns of nearly 3,000 ounces of silver 
to tho ton. The principal owner tn this 
mine is Mr. Stephen S. Bailey, formerly of 
Spokane The vein is a narrow fissure, from 
a few inches to three feet in width, and has 
been traced for more than 2,000 feet. In 
every placo where tho vein has been uncov- 
ered a sheet of galena has been found, 
which, in several narrow parts of the vein, 
fills tho vein from wall to wall. Although 
the vein is narrow, the continuity and rela- 
tive proportion of ore to gangue or vein 
matter, together with tho great richness 
that some streaks of tho galena are shown 
to possess, promise that this group of mines 
will be an extremely valuable property. 

A very high-handed proceeding took place 
on the sleigh road a few miles from town the 
other day. A number of theatrical people 
wero driving through to give performances 
among the mining camps, und on 
the way they encountered a sloigh 
laden with oro. Tho roadway in 
too narrow to allow two teams to pass ex- 
cept at certain places. Tho theatrical people 
forced tho driver of tho oro sleigh, ut the 
mouth of a pistol, to get out and unload his 
heavy freight, and then turning his sleigh 
on its side, drove past and left tho man to 
load up again as best ho could. Tho weather 
was very cold, and the poor fellow suffered 
a good deal. It is to bo hoped that tho 
magistrate before whom this caso will como 
will visit tho offenders with exomplary pun- 
ishment. Among tho theatrical party wero 
soveral women of bad character. 

Alderman David Kane entertained tho 
members of tho City Council and u dozen 
others at dinner at his house last evening. 
Tho worthy alderman's residence on Nob 
Hill is ono of the finest in tho interior of 
liritish Columbia, is beautifully furnished, 
and Mr. Kane is ono of tho best hosts in the 
world. 

Magistrate Stono is being kept busy these 
days tuxing holiday drunks and settling 
damages on an unusual crop of scruppers.

STOCKS IN NEW YORK. 

Tito Course of Prices Steadily Upward— A 
More Confident Tone Manifested. 

New York, Jan. 6.— Except for a Blight 
deelino at the opening, the course of priceB 
at tho Stock Fxchango to-day was stoadily 
upward. A number of small pools in 
WcBlorn Union, St. Paul and Chicago Gas 
were actively at work throughout, und Lon- 
don camo to their ussistunco with fairly 
large orders for St. Paul und other of its 
favorites. Taken altogether, a more confi- 
dent tone characterized the market and, for 
tho first time in weeks, tho "bulls" wero 
in full control. The bank statement, show- 
ing a further accumulation of money at this 
centre, has a good effect. Local institutions 
gained $0,003,'JO0 and expanded their loana 
$1,200,700 ; deposits increased §12,080,800. 
They now hold $83,790,050 above the 25 pol- 
ecat, required by law, which is tho largest 
sum over hold.

SICILIAN RIOTS. 

Tho Stato of Slego Has Caused a Good Impres- 
sion— A Bomb Hursts in u Palace 
yard. 

ROME, Jan. G. — Dispatches received from 
Palermo late this ovening say that tho pro- 
clamation of a state of siege in Sicily has 
made a good impression upon tho peoplo and 
has beou especially reassuring to the law- 
abiding citizens, who hud become alarmed 
by tho apparent impotence of the local 
authorities. Tho arrest of Guiseppe do Felice, 
u Socialist deputy for Catania and founder 
of tho revolutionary Easci del Laborutori, 
is regarded as a wise act since, by his personal 
influence alone, hu has been able to bring ull 
Catania to tho verge of rebollion. A few 
hours before leaving Rome for Sicily Deputy 
do Eelico said, in an interviow with tho 
United Press correspondent : " The Fusci 
uro perfectly organized and will resist the 
military. My placo is thero among my peo- 
plo. I do not fear tho forco of arms." 
Although watched by Government agents 
from tho moment ho entered Sicily, do 
Felico did not alter his plans in any way. 
Last ovening ho called a mooting of the 
revolutionary committee, and presided over 
thoir deliberations. Immediately after leav- 
ing tho meeting ho was arrested at hit* house. 

A bomb burst this ovening in tho court 
yurd of a private palace in Palermo. Little 
damage was done. No arrests have been 
made. A mob in Trapani wrecked tho 
fronts of several shops to-day und smashed 
tho street lamps. When tho troops charged 
them tho riotors fled. In St. Cutarina, 
Province of Caltanisetta, a mob attacked 
ton soldiers and a company of polico in tho 
streets. The soldiers und polico charged 
with fixed bayonets, but tho mob fought 
them off, Tho soldiers fired, killing ten and 
wounding several others. At 11 o'clock to- 
night the dispatches concerning the riots are 
still very meagre. The proclamation of the 
state of siege and tho arrest of Deputy do 
Eelico have provoked tho Socialists of Milan 
and Naples to issue manifestos against tho 
Government's, course. This action, how- 
over, bus caused little comment und will 
have probably no cli'eet upon the people.

—Aid. Baker Decides to Take 
the Field.

Another well-attended meeting of North^ 
ward electors was held last ovening, thia 
tiuio in tho Work Estate district, in the 
school house on King's road. Tho hall was 
nearly filled when tho meeting commenced 
it 8 o'clock, with tho calling of S. Perry 
Mills to tho chair. 

W. J. Ledingham, tho candidate nomin- 
ated in Victoria West, opened tho proceed- 
ings by stating that tho meoting at Spring 
Ridgo having endoraod tho action in Vic- 
toria West in nominating him and put up 
Aid. Bragg from their section, Victoria 
West would in return cordially support the 
candidature of Aid. Bragg. 

Aid. Baker was tho tirat speaker called 
on. Ho reviewed the circumstances of tho 
past year connected with tho grievances felt 
by tho North ward, and tho Mayor's 
arbitrary action in connection with 
tho committees. Ho had not in- 
tended to bo a candidate again, 
but at tho earnest solicition of his 
frienda he had changed hia mind and now 
announced himself in tho lield and asked a 
continuance of the support heretofore given 
him by tho electors of tho ward. 

J. C. Blackitt announced that ho had de- 
cided to bo a candidate for tho ward, bo- 
oau'se until this evening there had been only 
ono formally in tho field. Ho took exception 
to the reference to tho sewerage in Mr. 
Teague's address, and advocatod a thorough 
teat of tho present system before going on 
with the soworB. Ho condemned the road 
system as entirely wrong, and outlined 
what he considered a better system of road 
making, besides advocating, as Mr. league 
had done, that tho work should bo dono in 
the dry season. Ho blamed the Council for 
commencing tho liurnaide road bridge so 
laLu that thero had been Beveral wash-outs, 
and it would cose a great deal more than 
necessary. He condemned the Mayor for 
having, in tho isolation hospital matter, 
overridden tho expressed wishes of the poo- 
pie. He did not believe in enforcing the 
local improvement Bystem on the outskirta 
at present. He conaidered that taxation on 
improvements should be wiped out entirely, 
and if elected would work to secure that. 
He criticised tho cost of tho civic ollices, 
holding that the officials wore getting too 
high salaries for too littlo work, and that 
those now in tho City Hall had no right to a 
monopoly of tho ollices, when other men 
would like to bo allowed to do tho work for 
less money. Aa he believed u personal can- 
vaB to bo wrong ho did not intend to a8k a 
single man to vote for him, except from tho 
public platform. 

Aid. Bragg challenged the Mayor or any 
other member of the Council of 1802 or 1893 
to say whether ho had not boon a workable 
member of tho beard. The faot that tho 
Mayor had placed him on more committees 
than anyone else showed this. Tho matter 
of salaries had come up in the executive 
session of tho Council, held in private, and 
he had then spoken against tho high salaries 
without effect. Ho had, however, moved in 
tho Council to have Engineer Mohun dis- 
missed, because thero waa no appropriation 
out of which to pay him hia $2~>0 u month, 
and thia had at length been done. He had 
always voted to exempt improvements. He 
claimed credit for his efforts during tho 
year to secure the now school houso and.thc 
tilling in of tho ravino. 

W. J. Ledingham advised tho people, 
if they wished to form a committee on 
municipal affairs for 1891, to have this 
committee give the benefit of their informa- 
tion to tho Council in a friendly way in- 
stead of attempting to dog them, tho only 
effect of which would be to make them 
hostile. Ho wsa sorry that the sewerage 
hud been carried so far on the present plan, 
as in hia opinion one system both for water 
and Bewerage would bo better than two 
separate syBtcms. Ho did not think anony- 
mous letters were tho right thing as a 
rule, but confessed to having written ono 
himself, signed "Ninety-four," to which he 
asked tho attention of those wishing to 
know his views. Ho read another letter he 
had written but not Bent in, and whicli 
fully dealt with tho local improvement 
bueincs?. 

W. J. Dwyer opened '.vltli the announce- 
ment tb *t bo wen hob nominated by any 
seotlou ot the ward, but hud been asked by 
a Rrc.it many of the electors to be a candi- 
date. Ho advocated sewer completion, im- 
provement of tho water service, and im- 
provement of tho atreets. Ho thought 
something should bo done with the James 
bay mud Hats. Ho favored applying the 
local improvement by-law only to paving 
and new works of that kind. Ho would 
work for tho acquirement of tho Indian 
reservo by tho city; also tho total abolition 
of tho tax on improvements. Ho believed 
in economical, but not niggardly, adminis- 
tration. 

Ex-Alderman Humber said such a lot of 
boBh ub had been talked hero to-night he 
had never heard before in all his life. Tho 
speakers all talked about tho official salaries, 
but not ono of them mentioned his own 
salary or suggested that, liuo Aid. Baker, 
he would forego part. It wag all very well 
for ono after another to como up and tell 
what he would do, but un alderman when 
he was elected found he could do nothing at 
all. Ho condemned the $300,000 aewer aB a 
failure, but believed the surface drains 
to bo ten titnea worse. U,Ho did not know 
whether or not ho would bo a candidate, 
but if elected ho would oppose borrowing 
any moro money. Ho considered it would 
hardly bo an election without him, just as 
thiH meeting had been dry and uninterest- 
ing until he took tho platform. (Laughter.) 

Mayor Beaven congratulated the people 
of tho North Ward upon the prospect of 
having a better building for their next 
meeting, and should feel grateful to the 
aldermen and tho school trustees for their 
efforts in bringing this about. He had been 
reminded thia evening of a recommendation 
which ho had mado to tho Council w hich 
had not been carried out, this being that as 
soon aa the fund for tho payment of En- 
gineer Mohan's salary was exhausted, that 
oflico should bo dispensed with. Several 
aldermen took tho oppoeito view, and agreed 
to keep Mr. Mohun, his salary being 
paid out of tho revenue, tho ground 
for keeping him being that tho 
work had not then boon taken 
out of tho hands of Contractor 
McBean. This waa one illustration against 
tho Btutcmont mado that tho Mayor could 
carry out anything he chose. The exemp- 
tion of improvements from taxation, bo gen- 
erally favored to night, had for years been a 
hobby of his, but unfortunately ho had not 
been ablo to convort everyone to hia idea. 
Whilo tho bonds outstanding provided that 
thero should bo a tax on tho improvements 
as well aa tho land, and in tho event ef a 



consolidation tho holdora might not agree to 
relinquish their security in this respect, ho 
thought thero waa a simpler way out of the 
ditlieulty. There was no doubt that tho 
local improvemout system was very fair 
when applied to a now oity, but when it 
waa proposed to apply it to a city in which 
another Bystem had been followed 
for twenty-five years tho conditiona were 
ontirely different. It waa at hia own in- 
stance, and in pursuance of a by-law he had 
himself drafted a fow months ago, thut it 
had been mado permisaiblo to gradu atroeta 
anil lay sidewalks at the general expense, 
contrary to tho policy decided upon by the 
Council tho year bofore. The waterworks 
were a very valuable asset, but thero had 
boeu mistakes in connection with them, as 
for Instance when only tho land likely to bo 
ovei flowed ut Elk lake was purchased at tho 
outBot, instead of tho whole watershed, 
which would havo to be ucquired now 
at much greater expense, and should 
bo purchased by tho incoming Council. 
With proper filtoring— for thero waa prau- 
tically no filtering going on now — tho water 
would bo as pure as desired. The engineer 
had determined that iron filter tanks, mado 
in Now York, costing about §5,000 each, 
were much butter than the filtor bods, and 
as many of theso could bo put in as desired. 
He agreed that thero had been too much 
money borrowed of late, and that it would 
have been better to provide for moro of the 
necessary expenditure by taxation, w hich in 
Victoria was lower than in any other city in 
tho Province. 

In answer to a question ua to the passage 
of loan by-laws by a aimplo majority of 
thoao voting, His Worship said ho would 
certainly do all ho could in tho legislature 
to havo it mado three-fifths as formerly. 

John Teague said ho had not, intended to 
speak to-night, but ho wished to answer 
some of the objections put forward by Mr. 
Hlackett with respect to tho nowerago. It 
had been decided about 1888 to adopt the 
combined system of sewerage, and plans 
were prepared by Pickering and Crompton, 
eminent engineers in London. Subsequently 
tho combined system waa aot aside for the. 
separate, andontheadvioe of auothereminent 
engineer, Mr. Horing, tho council accepted 
tho plana of Mr. Mohun, which had now 
in part been carried out. Ho had 
himself favored the combined system 
but did not wish to Bet up hia opinion 
against that of an export like Mr. Hering. 
Tho most expensive part of tho work had 
now been carried out, and he failed to boo 
where tho failure cumo in, Tho sewers, 
would, however, only bo doing their work 
tnoBt effectively when they were about 
three parts full, which they would not be 
until tho connections wero mado. They 
had been operated for nearly a year without 
flush tanks, another Berious disadvantage. 
It was all very woll for people to go about 
saying that this and thut sewer was a fail- 
ure, but they did not know anything moro 
about it than the man in the moon. 
(Laughter and applause) Ho agreed 
with what Mayor Beaven had said 
about tho fooliBhnesa of buying such a 
small strip of laud about Hlk lake, and that 
tho whole watershed would have to be ac- 
quired. 

Aid. Munn was called upon but excused 
himself from speaking ut length &8 this was 
not whero ho waa candidate. Huvlng & vote 
in tho ward ho had been interested in tho 
meeting and eamo as ono of tho audience. 
Ono great difficulty for tho Council was that 
they had not only to eonvineo themselves 
that they wero right on any point, but 
also to convince the public, which was not 
always so easy. Tho beat solution of the 
difficulty waa for the olectora to return only 
men in whom they have confidence. Ho refer- 
red to tho resolutions ho had recently intro- 
duced, to secure power from the legislature 
to bo allowed to levy special rotes 
for school purposes, and for the police, be- 
Ciuso tho Council had no control over these 
expenditures, and tho people should know 
juBt what was boing laid out by the school 
trustees and tho police commissioners. Ho 
thought a special rate should bo levied, uluo 
for tho sinking fund. Ho had other propu- 
aitiona before tho Council, that looking to 
tho moro profitable investment of tho sink- 
ing fund, for instance, which ho thought it 
in the public interest to carry out. 

Aid. Robertson was called on for a speech, 
but announced that aB he was not a candi- 
date he had nothing to Bay. 

T. Haughton wua called, but it being late 
declined to make a speech, further then to 
move a vote of thanks to tho chairman. 

It was moved that Aid. Baker bo nomin- 
ated aa a candidato for the wurd, and thia 
waa carried unanimously. Aid. Baker 
spoke briefly in acknowledgment, promising 
if elected to fearlessly us before do hia duty 
in the Council. 

The meeting adjourned at 10:.'iO p. m.
